CN  THE  ARTILLERY  BO!’BARD?!ENT  07  THE  SKIP  "GIYPHEROPOL" 
BY  JAPANESE  AT  KGULUN  AMD  ON  THE  LOOTING  BY  THE 
SOLDIER 3  AND  OHTSERS  OF  'fflE  JAPANESE  AIN'T, _ 


Tho  Hil3.te.ry  Prose ration  Office  cf  the  Pacific  Ocean 
area  established  by  investigation  following: 


The  ship  "SAriphoropoX"  via s  under  recondition  at  the 
town  cf  Koulvn,  vl.j.oh  v.rr.  rtoppod  because  of  the  opening 
of  hostilities  hetweon  Japan  and  USA  and  Grert-Britain, 
Tno  ship  was  moored  at  the  pier  cf  the  Kculun  Decks. 


Fron  December  18,  1941,  to  Juno  23,  1942  the  Japanese 
authorities  did  not  allow  any  number  of  the  crow  to  go 
aboard  tho  sh3.p,  and  refused,  to  give  then  permission  to  go 
to  tho  docks  territory  to  inspect  the  ship  "Siophercpol" 
und  to  tako  measures  for  preserving  the  equipment  and 
other  valuables  which  were  on  tho  ship. 


On  the  twentieth  of  December,  1941,  a  Japanese  descent 
coning  fron  the  Koulun  direction  landed  on  the  Victoria 
Island  and  occupied  the  territory  where  tho  house  whore 
■  mere  than  one  hundred  Soviet  sailors  -  thG  crews  cf  the 
ships  "Krcchet",  " Sinphcropol" ,  "Svirstroy" ,  "Sergey  Laso" 
and  some  groups  of  Philippine  sailors  lived,  was. 


Having  occupied  the  Victoria  Island,  the  Japanese 
officers  and  soldiers  burst  into  tho  house  cf  the  Soviet 
sailors  and  threatening  with  arris,  opened  valises  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Soviet  sailors  with  bayonets  and  took  things 
of  sone  value.  They  u3.so  scorched  the  sailors  and  took 
away  money,  watches  and  ocher  valuables .  So,  fer^ instance, 
they  took  commander  Sokolov’s  gold  watch,  and  robbed 
stoker  Starostin  cf  his  gold  watch,  etc.  Tnen  the  Japan¬ 
ese  officers  and  soldiers  tool,  all  the  sailors  out  in  the 
street  ^nd,  thou -h  tho  area  was  under  unceasing  uachj.no- 
gun  and  artillery  fire,  they  lined  then  up  in  the  square 
in  front  of  the  house,  and  during  the  lining  up  uho 
Soviet  sailors  were  beaten  with  barboo  sticks  receiving 
blows  on  their  heads.  A  Japanese  officer  twice  stroke 
stoker  Dlachuk  on  tho  brow  with  a  stick.  Tec  ujVj.ot 
sailers  again  wore  searched,  and  valuables  were  tc-ken 
fren  them.  That  lasted  for  2  hours.  Then  the  sailors 
wore  allowed  tc  return  to  the  house.  During  a  month  and 
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0  half  the  Japanese  authorities  did  net  give  the  Soviet 
sailors  any  food  and  the  latter  suffered  from  starvation. 
Later  they  gave  each  cf  then  100  gr.  cf  rice  per  day. 

The  indignities  to  which  the  Japanese  officers  and 
soldiors  subjected  the  Soviet  sailors  wore  connitted 
systematically.  Tho  following  intolerable  f ac j  cf  hunill 
aticn  of  dignity  and  honour  of  Soviet  sailor  will  shew 
what  those  indignities  woro  like:  in  the  middle  of  :.ay ,
